1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

the applicant claims an arrangement for controlling the circulation speed of a 
belt used in a printer or copier comprising circulating the belt over at least one 
roller, a drive unit for driving the belt with a first circulation speed via the at least 
one roller, a control unit which controls various loads acting on the belt so that the 
belt is braked at different strengths which creates slippage between the belt and the 
at least one roller, a braking unit that generates a braking force which acts on the 
belt, and a control unit which controls the braking force so that substantially 
constant slippage occurs between the belt and at least one roller so that the belt is 
braked to a second circulation speed which is not anticipated or rendered obvious by 
the prior art of record. In addition, the method of performing the circulation speed 
control as described above is not taught or rendered obvious by the prior art of 
record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

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Suzuki et al., Masuda, Tachiki et al., Satoh, Uehara et al., Okamoto et al., 
Koide, Tsujimoto et al. (JP), and Sato et al. (JP) all teach controlling the speed of a 
belt used in a printer or copier! some teach the various loads imposed on the belt 
and the creation of slippage between the driven rollers and the belt. However, a 
braking unit for creating a braking force on the belt and a control unit to control 
this braking force so that the slippage between the belt and driven roller is constant 
so that the belt is braked to a second speed is not taught or suggested by the prior 
art of record.
